timely bill, tho administration was re- 
publican. It passed tho senate and was 
sent to tho house, but as there did not 
ssem to be any hooo of electing a demo- 
cratic president, tho democratic house 
allowed it to remain on the files until 
congress adjourned, and there it died. 
Now that there is o democratic president 
tho democratic members of (ho house 
are showing much interest in Sonator 
Uonr'a bill and want it lesurrected and 
passed i'B early aa possible.

ot the nation the bill should become a 
kw and doubtless will early in tho s 
sion.
